In other cities the size of Paducah 
ami even in those moch smaller, th 
streets in summer are sprinkled a* 
publio expense. It keeps down tb 
dust, preserve s tbe streets and make 
toe city and people healthier and hap 
pier. In Paducah all but a few block » 
of streets are covered with dfist oftei 
half a foot deep, ami if wet weather 
it is all mod. Tbe ptopjs do not seen 
to care for sprinkling the streets. I 
it lasuggested that a tax be levied 
among other things, for sprinkliiq 
streets at pablio ex* ense, there is im 
mediately sn ominous howl heard ii 
many quarters. To save a few dollar* 
they would rather have the k dust — an. 
frequently lose ten times the atnoun 
of the tax in doctors’ bills. 

In scores of cities in the country tin 
size of Paducah and even smaller— al. 
those larger do it — have publio garb 
a re carts. People have plaoes to de 
posit their garbage, and it is called fo< 
regularly and hauled away at the ex 
ponse of the city.
